of England and ia banks in France, Holland 
ond Belgium an aggregate of $11,000,000 be- 
longing to the confederate government, the 
proceeds of the sale of cotton. This money 
was’pledged to pay the interest on the con- 
federate loan. The January interest of 1860 
was paid, and-money was set apart to pay the 
coupons for July, when the rebellion col. 
lapsed. The European syndicate of bankers 
is seeking tw obtain all the confederate bonds 
for the purpose only of collecting the July, 
1865, coupons, with the accumulated interest 
resulting from non-payment. The talk about 
attempting to boycott the southern states, or 
to collect the principal of the bonds, or auy 
interest coupons after that month—Jualy, 
1865—is nonsense. But this syndicate has 
good legal advice that the money set apart 
for a specific purpose—namely, the payment 
of the July ccupoms—must be _ paid 
presentation of those coupons; 

if you will . inquire, you 

observe that all the orders to 
brokers to purchase the confederate bonds 
specify that they must contain the July cou- 
pon, and must not be mutilated. A bond 
presented without the July coupon would 
not be purchased. 

“That is all there is in the confederate 
bonds story. The European syndicate in- 
tend to secure, if they can, $11,000,000 in 
money to the credit of the Confederate States 
government in European banks, and to do 
this in the only way thatis possible. If the 
syndicate does not succeed, the European 
banks will be $11,C@00,000 ahead, as there is no 
doubt that that amount of cash to the credit 
of the Confederate States is deposited there.”’ 

There has recently been transferred from 
the war department to the abandoned prop- 
erty division of the treasury department, a 
large quantity of confederate script, bonds, 
ete., representing several millions of dollars, 
which,.it is said, is now to be macerated and 
converted into pulp on the order of Secretary 
Folger. 

MANY DUPLICATED PAY ACCOUNTS, 

It appears to be acommon occurrence for 
officers of thearmy to duplicate their pay 
accounts. Yesterday a court-martial was or- 
dered to convene for the trial of Second Lieu- 
tenant Samuel €. Robertson, of the First 
(Cavalry, charged with duplicating his pay 
accounts forone month. Not long ago Lieu- 
tenant Robertsen was sent to France by the 
war departmentto make an examination and 
report of the system prevailing at the French 
cavalry training school. The report was ex- 
tensively vopied in army and navy papers, 
and contained a long’ essay upon 
the morality of the French army as compared 
with that of our army, in which he took the 
ground that the Frenchmen were our supe- 
riors as far as morality was Concerned. Still 
another case of duplicating pay accounts was 
developed at the war department to-day. 
Several months ago Second Lieutenant Joseph 
W. Pinder,of the Eighth cavalry, applied for 
six months leave of absence, and at the same 
time tendered his resignation from the service 
to take effect upon the expiration of his 
leave. The leaye of absence was granted him 
and he started west to Visit 
friends at certain military posts. Becoming 
sbort of funds he had his pay accounts for 
the entire six months cashed by brokers at 
different military posts; thus by distributing 
them around he duplicated his accounts over 
and over again without detection. It was not 
discovered at the department that he had 
been duplicating Lis accounts until about a 
month before his resignation was to take ef- 
fect. Of course his pay for the last month he 
was in the service wus withheld, but he had 
already drawn the amount of his six months’ 
pay several times, Instead of ordering acourt- 
martial and dishonorably discharging him 
from the army, the department decided that 
it would be just es well to let Mr. Pinder 
slide out of the service with no further ado.

.New York, August 3.—The damage to the 
wiresof the Western Union company by yes- 
terday’s storm was found to be much less than 
was at first anticipated, except in one or two 
of the minor circuits. It was reported that 
wires were in as good condition last night as 
at any time since the strike, and all business 
was cleared from the hooks ex: 
cept the usual amount of lay 
over business. Several poles were 
found to have been blown down by the wind 
in this city and its vicinity, butall wire dam- 
ages were repaired this morning, when the 
usual report that the wires were all right and 
business was being handled promptly to ali 
points was given out by the company. Two 
more of the strikers returned to work this 
morning. They were assigned to desks, and 
are said to be first-class operators. 
Reports received from the east, west 
and south stated that the company 
was receiving constant accessions from the 
ranks of the strikers in all quarters. The 
leaders in the strike said that the situation so 
far as they were concerned was unchanged.

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A TALK WITH MONSIGNOR CAPEL, 


He Miscourses of the Conversious toe the Catholile 
Church from the British Nobility. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., August 3.— Monsignor 
Capel will spend several days at Mrs. Bald- 
win’s beautiful river villa at Edgewater, a 
village on the banks of the Delaware, just 
above Beverly, and about two miles distant 
from Burlington. This morning the mon- 
signor took a seat beside his hostess in a vic- 
toria, drawn by a pretty pairof bays, and was 
driven to St. Paul rectory at Burlington, 
where he arrived shortly after 9 o'clock, In 
a subsequent conversation with a 
correspondent he said: “‘I shall spend 
to-morruw in Philadelphia and will visit 
Pittsburg, Chicago, and other cities. After I 
have traveled to some extent I Shall lecture 
on the social influences of Catholicism, the 
growth and evils of agnosticism, the future 
of the church in England, and other matters 
likely to be of interest to thinking people. 
By the way, I was represented {a newapa- 
per yesterday as saying that the OM dlics in 
England were striving for social position. 
The word secial may be misunderstood, as 
some of the very oldest and proudest families 
in England are Catholics, the duke of Nor- 
folk, the premier duke of Eng- 
land, being at their head. By social 
position I mean from a_ university 
standpoint. In Great Britain it is 
greatly to advantage in all professionai walks 
in life to sign one’sself a graduate of Oxford 
or Cambridge. I endeavored to found a Cath- 
olic university in London whose degree would 
receive the same social recognition as those 
of the old universities, but it is so fara failure. 
Still, there is no reason why other attempts 
should not be made, and perhaps succeed. I 
see,’ the monsignor continued, “that I 
am credited with more conversions 
than I deserve, while, on the other hand 
much stress is make of the fact of my having 
succeeded in inducing eertain great noblemeu 
to enter the holy foid. Because Lord Bute 
happens to be a marquis and very wealthy, 
that is no reason why he should not have a 
soul to be saved. His fortune certainly is 
large, but that is no particular benefit to the 
church unless he chooses to make it so. _ [ 
also received Lord Courtenay into the church, 
who will some day wear the coronet of his 
royally descended father, the earl of Devon. 
That young nobleinan not only has pe money 
but failed some time ayo for £300,000, so that 
it is now said thatif I brought a Crevesus into 
the church I counterbalanced it 
by introducing ‘a very great 
dbetor. I had nothing todo with the con- 
version of the marquis of Ripon. The mar- 
quis acted on his own impulse and sought in- 
struction under an assumed name. He went 
as a complete stranger to call on a pries: in 
London, and asked for advice. The clergy- 
man had no suspicion as to the rank of his 
Visitor, and the fact remained unknown 
almost up to the day of his reception, when 
he disclosed his identity.

A committee was appointed with instruc- 
tions to secure a complete report in each state 
and territory of the quantity of land pur- 
chased, the names of the purchasers and a 
statement showing whether or not such pur- 
chasers are citizens of the United States.

It wasacase of love at first 
sight and before the peddiler left the house he 
managed to have a private chat with the girl 
and told her that his name 
was Willlians Spaulds and that 
he was a captive to her charms. 

She heard him willingly, and when the 
knight of the pack proceeded on his journey 
Kitty Johnson was betrothed to William 
Spauids, Six months later the peddler came 
to claim his affianced. The girl was the only 
child, and the aged farmer and his wife were 
loth to have their daughter make an unegual 
match. They remonstrated, but in vain. Ihe 
young lovers were married. The oid folks 


could not become reconciled to the manner of | 


the courtship and marriage. In less than a 
year both father and mother died. Spaulas 
gave up peddling and undertook the manage- 
ment of the farm, but in four years’ time 
the sheriff had visited them and the farm 
passed into the hands of creditors. Spaulds 
was a peculiar fellow and seemed ever in bad 
luck. He was addicted to no bad habits, was 
sober, honest, industrious, and many thought 
Kitty Johnson drew a prize when she cap- 
tured the peddler. But he never prospered 
and there wasever something between him 
and success. After tailure asa farmer he 
opened a lite tin shop in town and barely 
managed to makea living at that business, 
Twice a year he visited Philadelphia, to pur- 
chase a stock of tin-plate and other material. 

In the spring of 1857 he left on his semi- 
annual visit by vessel from Milton. After a 
lapse of a couple of weeks the vessel reached 
Milton on the return trip, but Spaulds was 
not on board. The captain came to George- 
town and told the anxious wife that he had 
landed her husband safe in Philadephia, and 
that he spent two nights on shipboard, but 
nothing had been seen or beard of him since, 
Through dreary days the pacvient woman 
watched and through long nights laid awake 
listening for the footsteps of her missing 
spouse. Weeks lengthened into months and 
monthsinto years, and still notidings came to 
the lonely and deserted wife. Ten years 
rolled by, aud Kitty Spaulds grew weary of 
waiting and watchibg. She believed that her 
husband was dead, and the scenes of her 
early life became distasteful to her. In 1867, 
in the spring, the same season of the year 
that her husband disappeared, Kitty started 
west, with her two young children. They 
settled in Illinois and lived comfortably and 
happily until three years ago, when her heart- 
ache ended and she was laid to rest, faithful 
to him who had won her early love. 

Toward evening of oneof the hot days of 
last week there paused at the gate of a house 
on the outskirts of town an old, weather- 
beaten, broken hulk of a man, who said that 
this was his former home and that he had 
come for assistance. He told how reverses ot 
fortune had overtaken him, how he had 
walked many a mile footsore and in hunger 
and that few had compassion on him, In 
this case his age excited sympathy and he 
was kindly cared for. ‘The _ kindness 
touched the old man’s heart, and 
with tears in his eyes he toid_ the 
farm folks that hisname was William Spau!ds 
and that he had wandered back here to 
take one Jast look at his wife. The simple 
country folk cut short his story by telling 
him of the removal and death of Kitty 
Spaulds and that his two children were sup- 
posed to be still livingin the west. The old 
man did not seem surprised, but wept bit 
terly, and silently gathering his iittle bundle 
passed out the gate withoutaword. The 
sands of the old man’s life are well-nigh run 
and he can wander but little longer. ‘*What 
became of Spaulds?’ a frequent topic among 
the old residents, has at last been partially 
answered. Howor why he disappeared and 
what will become of him still remains a 
mystery.

Killing a Cuban Woman Because She Would not De- 
sert Her Husband for Him, 

New York, August 3.—Joseph Diaz,a burly 
negro, made a desperate attempt early this 
morning to murder Mrs. Marcia Marthone, a 
Cuban, and wife of a cigar maker, becauseshe 
would not desert her husband and live with 
him. Marthone had supported Diaz during 
part of the winter and spring when he was 
outof work.

A SANGUINARY BATTLE.

‘To-day she as- 
cribed all honer and glory to God for a mirac- 
ulous cure. She attended the healing meet- 
ing yesterday, and as sbe was leaving she felt 
first an itching sensation, then a crackling 
sound in her ears, and suddenly the voice of 
the speaker burst upon her as though 
shouted through a trumpet. She declares 
that she can hear as well as ever. Several 
others who had been suffering from long 
standing chronic diseases declared that they 
had been completely cured. Others an- 
nounced an improvement in their condition, 
aud still others could detect nochange for the 
better. 

The healing meetings are held in the after-. 
noon, and resemble gatherings of hospital 
convalescents, Yesterday among the 300 in- 
valids several were in an unredeemed state, 
as eppeared by a question by Dr. Cullis, and 
a season of prayer was held that they might 
accept God’s redeeming love before seeking a 
cure. The services were opened hy singing, 
“She Touched the Hem of His Garment,’ 
after which the 103d Psalm was read by Dr.

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MOVING IN FINE SOCIETY. 


THE EMINENT CITIZENS WHOM 
NUGENT WILL MEET. 


He will Break Bread with Some <f tte Loading Bank 
Pres'deats, Public Officers and Sandey-School 
Workers in Now Jersey, Whea He Tek.s 
His Piace with the Boysin Stripes,

Jobn Nugent, ex-New York policeman, was 
not taken to the state prison at Trenton yes- 
terday as it was expected he would be. The 
sheriff of Hudson county is cultivating a dark 
mystery about when he proposes to convey 
Nugent to his future home. ‘lhe law compels 


him, however, to deliver the convict at the 


prison within twenty days after he is sen- 
tenced, 

Wher Mr. Nugent finally arrives at Trenton 
they will iuvest him with a very picturesque 
spring suit, the remarkable features of which 
are a vrown and white barred shirt and a pair 
of pantaloons, one leg of which is bright red 
and the other blue. With a few brilliant 
hatches and a little tinsel the pantaloons 
would be gorgeous in a circus procession. 
Then Nugent will be put in a cell to await the 
demand of some contractor for prison labor 
who has use for him. 

Out of the 850 convicts in this institution 
only 400 can at present be supplied with work. 
The state law restricts to 100 the number of 
convicts who can be utilized in any one in- 
dustry, and the number of industries practi- 
cable within prison bounds is limited. Those 
now practiced in the Trenton prison are the 
making of shoes, of shirts and collars, of 
whips, of pantaloons, and of vegetable 
ivory buttons, and the contractors take 
their men at fifty cents per day. 

Nugent will be put into a solitary cell. The 
old wing of the prison has large cells, with 
three or four inmates in each. Old residents 
are generally hived there. Possibly in time 
Nugent .may find admission there, but at 
first he will not. Ifa contractor accepts his 
services he may have to be moved into the 
line of cells with the other convicts in the 
same employment, so that when meal times 
comes he may be convenietly marched to his 
cell door, with his right hand on the shoulder 
of the convict before him, his left hand 
down by his side, his eyes fixed upon the 
nape of bis immediate leader’s neck, and in 
lockstep. They are particular about these 
little points of deportment in the Trenton 
state prison. 

Mr. Nugent will have the companionship 
of some men who have stood well in society, 
but he will not be allowed to converse with 
them. He will probably see Mr. John 
Halliard, former president of the mechanics’ 
and laborers’ savings bank of Jersey City. 
Halliard was out west, on bail, when his trial 
came on two years ago. He returned, was 
found guilty, and sentenced to eighteen 
months imprisonment, but legal delays inter- 
posed, and he only commenced serving his 
time about five weeks ago. In 1874 he was 
worth $75,000, all of which he is said to have 
sunk in trying to keep his bank afloat. He 
has no work at present, but goes about 
dressed in the same stylish sort of suit that 
the other convicts wear. Among the others 
Nugent may see are: 

Mr. O. L. Baldwin, ex-cashier of the Me- 
chanics’ national bank of Newark, who is in 
for fifteen years, of which he has served fif- 
teen months. Heis a bookkeeper now for 
the contractor who makes pantaloons, and is 
gettingstout. He is fifty years old, and seems 
to be taking life philosophically. 

James A. Hedden, ex-cashier of the First 
National bank of Newark, incarcerated for 
seven years, of which he has served one and a 
half. He isin poor health. He has no occu- 


| pation in the prison, and does not appear 


able to do anything. 

Garrett S. Boyce, ex-cashier of the State 
bank of Jersey City, fifty years of age, is 
serving out a sentence of ten years, which he 
began in May last. He is only about fifty 
years old, weighs about one hundred and 
sixty pounds, and is in good condition every 
way, Lut there is nothihg for him to do. 

Kred A. Palmer, formerly city auditor of 
Newark, and Henry Marchbank, ex clerk 
iu the Mechanic’s National bank of Newark, 
seem to illustrate Falstaff's words: *‘A plague 
upon this grief and sighing; it puffs aman up 
like a bladder.’’ Palmer weighs 180 pounds and 
Marchbank 190. Palmer has been at Trenton 
a year, and has nineteen years yet to serve. 
If he behaves himself well he wili be in pris 
on only fourteen years, as his good behavior 
commutation will amount to five years. 
Marchbank has only a five years’ sentence, of 
which he has served one. 
good-looking fellow, who seems to feel his 
disgrace keenly. He has nothing to do at 
present, but Palmer is bookkeeper for a con- 
trac/or. 

Nugent will hardly omit tonotice Lawrence 
Beach, Robert Cook and Elijah Shaw, all of 
whom were exemplary young men until they 
were found out. They are between 26 and 30 
years of age. Beach, a bookkeper in the City 
bank of Jersey City, was sentenced for four 
years, has served three months, and makes 
himself usefulin the laundry department. 
Cook, who isalso employed in the laundry 
department, used tc be essistant secretary of 
the Fifth Ward Savings bank of Jersey City. 
He has five years to serve, lacking three 
months already putin. Shaw was cashier in 
the City bank of Jersey City, but is now book- 
keeper for the shoe contractor. 

Nugent will probably have no chance to see 
the female prisoners who are keptiu another 
prison. There are only thirty-five of them 
and thirteen are colored. One of them, a 
German woman, was regarded as one of the 
most expert sneak thieves in the country. 
She has served twenty-two years in state pris- 
ons. Another boarderis Libby Garrabrant. 
Eleven years ago, when she was 18 years old, 
she poisoned an old man in Paterson to get 
his money. She issentenced to remain here 
forlife. She was to have been hanged, but 
the court of pardons commuted her sentence.

He ran toward her, saying: ‘‘Maggie, I am 
shot! O'Donnell has shot me!’ It was then 
that O'Donnell, replying to her question, said 
he had been sent to do it.

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FOREIGN TOPICS OF NOTS. 
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Acqulttal of the Jewish Prisoners— Death of the King 
of Annam. 

Lonpon, August 3.—The trial of the ten 
Jews at Nyiregyhyaza, Hungary, charged with 
murdering Esther Solymosi, a Christian girl, 
in the synagogue at Tisza Tisslar, in order to 
procure her blood to mix in the Passover 
bread, has been concluded. A verdict of not 
guilty was returned. 

A dispatch from Saegon, of to-day’s date, 
states that Taivere, king of Annam. died on 
the 20th of July, and was succeeded by Phu- 
das. General Bouet, French commander, 
arrived at Haiphong on the 29th ultimo, te 
concert measures for the campaign in Ton- 
quin with M. Harmond, civil commissione: 
general in Tonquin, and Admiral Courtel. 

In the commons this afternoon Mr. Dodson 
stated that although there had been no fuot 
and mouth disease in America the last four 
months, pieuro pneumonia existed in the 
easteru states. Tbe government, he said, 
were unable under the act of 1878 to discrimi- 
nate in favor of the western states. 

A dispatch to the Exchange telegraph core 
pany from Paris says itis rumored that a plot 
to the monarchy bas been dis 
covered.

It says that 
25.000 muskets for a popular rising have been 
ordered, and that attempts have been made 
to tamper with the army. It also states that 
three conspirators have been arrested. 

Lonpon, August }.—The Times correspon- 
dent at Hong Kong says negotiations between 
France and China in regard to Tonquin are at 
a standstill. The general opinion is that the 
aggressive policy assumed by Challemel La- 
cour, and the appointment of Tricon as 
French minister to China, were unfortunate 
circumstances, and that a peaceful solution 
of the difficulty is impossible. The Chinese 
consider that the French are determined upon 
the annexation of Annam, and they desire 
to qusrrel with China. TheFrench will be 
unable to operate until November. The un- 
healthy season is affecting the young men 
among the French troops, and the hospitals 
are inadequate to accommodate the sick. 
A council of war was held on the 27th ultimo, 
and ariverattack on Sontay was planned. 
Admiral Marcier, with three vessels will 
shortly proceed to Canton, where he will 
make a demonstration. A severe military 
censorship is maintained at Hanoi. 

Orders have been issued to thoroughly dis- 
infect the cargoes of rags arriving at British 
ports from Egypt. 

Sir Charles Dilke. president of the local 
government board, in presenting in the house 
of commons yesterday the goverment bill 
providing for the centralization of hospital 
management in the event of an outbreak of 
cholera in London, said the general health of 
the country was very satisfactory, although 
there was a arge mortality among children in 
London from diarrbcea. Unusual precaution, 
he said, would be necessary to guard against 
cholera until the expiration of six weeks, 
when it is believed the danger will be passed. 

Loxvon, August 5 —-The Earl ofGranvillein- 
structed the British minister to Morocco to 
make an earnest appeal to the sultan to con- 
sider whether it is not time to place his em- 
pire on a line with other civilized powers by 
abolishing slavery. 

Beruin, August 5.—All the newspapers 
here demand an inquiry into the case of the 
late Professor Putlitz, who rently committed 
suicide, after having drawn the death lot in 
the so-called American duel. Some papers 
ullege that the duel was provoked by a Jew- 
ish lawyer. 

St. Peterssurc, August 3.—The Vedomosti, 
newspaper, says serious designs to incite re- 
volt in Poland have been discovered. It 
hopes the appoointment of General Gourke 
as governor-general of Warsaw will frustrate 
the plot. 

Parts, August 3.—The Republique Fran- 
caise, in an article commenting on the vast- 
ness of the British empire, declares that dis- 
content in Ireland is # cause of weakness. It 
says it behooves England to abstain from a 
too arrogant attitude.

The senate was called to order atthe usual 


hour by President Boynton. Prayer by 
John Jones, of

Hon. James M. Smith.and Messrs. D. B. 
Sandford, D. W. Brown. J). S. Miller and ex- 
Senator Hackett were granted the privileges 
of the floor of the senate 

House bills of the third reading were 
and read as follows: 

A bill to amen 1527 of the code, 
relating to the carrying of concealed weapons. 
The report of the committee on judiciary was 
favorable to the of the bill, and 
report was agreed to and the bill passed. a 

A biil to pl! ibit the sale of mait, or spirit- 
ous, or intoxicating liquors within two miles of 
Round Oak Methodist church, inJonescounty, 

fhe commit on teniperance reported 
favorably passage, and the bill was 
passed without objection. 

A bill to incorporate the town of Dawson- 
ville, in the county of Dawson, and for other 
purposes. Passed under favorable report of 
the cornoration ¢ opi mittee. 

A bill LO incorporate the town of E liijay, 
in ite county. Passed without objection 

he hour for meeting in joint assembly for 
Te aithape for an associate justice of the 
supreme court having arrived, the senate ad- 
journed to the house. 

On reassembling che senate took up senate 
bills of the third reading, as follows: 

A bill to amend an act to carry into eilect 
the last clause of paragraph 1, section 1, arti- 
cle 7 of the constitution of 1877. Passed, the 
bill having received a favorable report from 
the finance ‘committee. 

A bill to fix the time and method of trial of 
cases of mandamus in superior court, etc. Re- 
ported on favurably by the committee on juai- 
ciary, which recommended its passage as 
amended. Agreed to and the bill was passed. 

A bill to amend section 1712 of the code of 
1882, granting leaye of divorce in certain 
cases. Tabled, ani afterwards taken up and 
withdrawn. 

Several leaves of absence were granted and 
on motion the senate adjourned until Mon- 
day morning at ten o’clock. 

THE HOUSE. 

The house met at 9 9’clock and was called 
to order by Speaker Garrard. Prayer by Rev. 
W.P. Smith. The journal was read and ap- 
proved. 

Mr. Everett, of Polk, moved to reconsider 
the proviso to the fifth section ot the local 
option bill which allowed advocates of 
whisky to petition for another election and 
obtain it on the same condition as the advo- 
cates of prohibition. Mr. Everett argued 
that the proviso would cause frequent elec- 
tions, and he thought it wrong to allow the 
revival of a nuisance after the people by 
popular election had condemned it. The 
proviso really defeats the object of 
the bill. He did not think the whisky 
question oughtto be opened again after it 
had been once determined to put down the 
evils of intemperance. Mr. Redding of Pike 
moved to lay the motion to reconsider on the 
table. Lost by 81 nays to 62 yeas, 

The motion to reconsider then prevailed by 
78 yeas to 51 nays. 

Mr. McGregor of Warren moved to recon- 
sider part of the Sth; section of the local op- 
tion bill. Lost.

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DOCK SMITH’S CASE. 
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His Preliminary Trial at Jacksonvi\ie—His Lond Fix. 
ed ata Thousand Dollars. 

The preliminary trial of Dock Smith, a well 
known Atlanta sporting man, occurred at 
Jacksonville, Florida, on Wednesday, the 
charge against the prisoner being the shoot- 
ing of J. M. Keefe on Friday last. The de- 
tails of the shooting have been already pub- 
lished in Tue Constitution, The case is ex- 
citing considerable interest in Jacksonville,as 
the defendant is comparatively a stranger 
there, and as Mr. Smith is well known in At- 
Janta the progress of his case is watched with 
interest here. The Times-Union tells the 
story of the tria! as follows: 

The preliminary hearing. in the 
Dock Smith, who shot J. M. Keefe last Fri- 
day aiternson, took place before Justice 
Marcy atthe circuit court room yesterday 
morning. 

The prisoner was brought into court 
minutes after ten o’clor K, When court was 
convened and the aflidavits read. To the 
question w hether he was or was not guilty of 
“shooting’’ the said Keefe with a premedi- 
tated design to effect his death, Colonel John 
T. Walker, bis attorrey, said that the pris- 
oner had nothing to say as to his guilt or in- 
nocence. 

Mr. I. Gruntial was the first called as a

Asto whetber the 
shooting was accidental, or whether the 
prisoner was a dangerous man to. be 
allowed to run at large, or whether he 
was responsible cr not, the court 
said that Smith could not have fired tnree 
shots accidentally. Hon. Colonel Walker 
stated that 1t was notin evidence that more 
than one shot was fired, but the court stated 
that it made no difference whether it was in 
evidence or not, the court was aware that 
such was the case. It was the duty of the 
court to protect the community so far as was 
in its power to do so, and therefore fixed the 
bond at $5,000, the prisoner to remain in jail 
until the bond was given.
